In view of the fact that there is 


some agitation at the present time for 
the Borough of Gettysburg to furnish 
and operate a plant for street light- 
ing purposes comparisons of figures 
paid by other towns should be inter- 
esting and instructive. 


The 
Gettysburg Light 
Company 


claims that the prices being paid by 
the Borough of Gettysburg for street 
lighting are lower than those paid by 
any other town for similar services. 
The price for lamps under the old con- 
tract was S12.9T for lamps of 60 can- 
dle power each per year. The bids 
submitted b}- the Light Company to 
the Light Committee of the Town 
Council was for lamps of various can- 
dle power, some at SO. some at 100 
and others at 250, and the bid for the 
SO candle power was 315.^0 per year. 
These bids were immediately rejected 
by the Light Committee on a presum- 
ed basis that the prices were too high.
